. In some form or other, however, if France wants money 
in this market she will have it. She is not restrained by 
scruples of form, and if her necessities are great, her price 
will be ample. Money here is plentiful, and if it is searce 
across the Channel, thither it will certainly go. We expect, 
therefore, that there will be a French demand upon us for a 
little time, What the effect of that demand upon us may 
be is a more involved question, and till we see the extent of 
the demand we are discussing it without data. That it must 
tend to raise the value of money is certain, but the slackness 
of trade is so very great that it may not be powerful enough 
‘oraise it much. 


THE NEW ASPECT OF THE EDUCATION 
: CONTROVERSY. 

Tae statement which Mr Lowe last night laid before the 
House of’ Commons, and which Lord Granville substantially 
repeated in the House of Lords, will do much to remove the 
nofair odium under -which, during the entorced silence of 
sutborised’ expoondere, the Revised Code of Education 
has long unfortunately suffered. It is true that after 
‘Tionths: of discussion, absolute novelty of argument, of 
watement, or of elucidation is scarcely possible. Bat 
® subject often gains as much by a good official state- 
ment as by the best logical defence. We want to have, not 
Sappositions, but facts: we wish to know, not the imagined 
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reasons of statesmen for their measures, but their real reasons, 
—not their possible motives, but their actual motives. The 
actuating arguments which have convinced those upon whom 
the true responsibility lies are a main ingredient in the discus- 
sion of every political question. The miseellaneous conjec- 
tures of able but irresponsible speculators. are subject to 
a doubt ; they always: may be wrong even if in fact they are 
not 80. 


The fundamental grounds of the proposed change in the 
New Minute are, as we have more than once explained to our 
readers, three in number :—(1) We are over-teaching our 
masters ; (2) we are under-teaching our scholars ; and (8) 
we have involved ourselves in a system of minor complex- 
ities, the working of which is arduous and the description 
almost ludicrous. 

First, the excessive elaboration of the system of edifca- 
tion of our masters is not only absurd in itself, when we con- 
sider the sort of work which they through life will have to 
do, and with which their training ought to be commensurate, 
but it is likewise practically hurtfal in a way not so easily 
seen at'first sight. It diminishes the area of our opera- 
tions. Very many schools cannot afford the expense of a 
master taught so highly, and therefore to be paid so highly, 
as’ our system requires. Whole districts are unable to find 
the needful money. In Hereford, out of 130 parishes, 
only five have schools in connection with the Privy Council ; 
in Devon, out of 245 parishes, only two; in Cornwall, out of 
71, only one is so connected. Looking at the country asa 
whole,

The assisted schools are doubtless the larger, the more 


thriving, and the more important, but on that very aecount 
they are presumably those very schools for which Govern- 


‘ment aid is the least important and essential,—which would 


do best if thrown on their own resources and the mercies 
of the world; Now no fact can be more startling than this; 
after all the alarm, all the outcry, and all the discussion 
which the revised code has recently excited, its operation can 
only injure between a fourth and a third of our schools, for the 
Government system touches no others. A priocipal cause is the 
expense of the master who has been trained according to the 
system we have delineated in these pages several times, If 
a common school is-to be taught by a young person who can 
state the chief points of difference between the first Prayer 
Book of Edward VI. and that:now in use,—who “can name 
“the principal events in the lives of Riiley, Griadal, Abbot, 
“ and Tillotson,”—who can explain what events are associated 
with the places: “Hobah Beerlahai Roi, Mispab, Peniel, 
‘ Shalem, Sheehem, and Lz,’’—that school must pay that. 
gifted young person very well. It is no laughing matter 
Our: un-revised code says, ‘We will assist no school 
‘the master of which is not trained to answer questions |; 
‘like these.’ By. arbitrarily confining our pecuniary aid 
to the schools which have superlative masters and mis- 
tresses, we have improved theeducation in many places which 
can obtain this rare and costly article ; but we have not.im- 
proved it, we have rather refused to improve it, in the 
ordinary country parish, where money is rare and where 
ignorance is abundant—where the people could perhaps 
pay a teacher with sound elementary knowledge, but where 
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they certainly cannot pay an erudite person familiar with 
the minutia of history, whether profane or sacred. 

Nor is this an accident of the present system ; it is rather 
a part of its essence, and is entirely inseparable from it. 
There is one point about which every one is agreed. If 
Government gives its money to a school, it must be sure 
the school is a good school. We may this by seeing 
that the children are well taoght—the criterion of results, 
or by seeing that there is a good teacher—the criterion 
of possibilities. ‘The unrevised code did not look to 
the result attained, it did not even combine that test 
with the test it favoured: it looked exclusively to the 
quality of the teaching machinery ; it examined the edu- 
cating apparatus, but not the thing educated. Consistently 
and logically, therefore, it required that this apparatus 
should be excellent. Regarding the excellence of the 
teacher as the pricipal pre-ascertainable requisite of a good 
education, it was impossible for it not to frame a standard 
for that teacher, unduly high—unfairly limiting—init s 
minuter consequences absurd. 

On the second point, the deficient education of our 
children, Mr Lowe has much to say. The subject is com- 
plicated by the discrepancy between two sets of authoritative 
witnesses. 
the system in conjunction with the masters for years, report 
that all is well. The Commissioners who made a sudden 
incursion to ascertain the fact, say that all is ill. Which 
are we to believe ? 
and with occasional deductions so do we. The least sanguine 
estimate of difficult results is commonly the most true. The 
teaching little children to read, write, and cypher, is a most 
incessant, laborious, nauseating employment. Until it is 
pxoved to be done, a cautious inquirer will not believe that 
it has been done. And it is not proved to be done until 
all witnesses say that it is. The Inspectors only take 
a general view of a school, and are often pressed for 
time, and never wish to make an enemy at a place they will 
soon visit again. The Commissioners were fresh visitors 
without a preliminary prejudice, unrecurring visitors who 
were exempt from the motive to be too indulgent to habitual 
acquaintances. In the early times of education the Inspector 
did not dare be over strict; it was only because of his 
leniency that he was tolerated. When, then, the Commis- 
sioners say that only a fourth of our children at school re- 
ceive a fair elementary education, we may doubt as to de- 
tails, we may except to the proposition, but we cannot 
believe that our habitual education is good. A merchant does 
not lose his credit for nothing, no more does a school system, 


The complexity of the present system is, though not its 
weakest point, yet its most palpably absurd point. ‘The 
Education Office has to maintain a correspondence with the 
committee of managers in each school, with certificated 
teachers, with probationary teachers, with assistani- 
teachers, with pupil-teachers, with Queen’s scholars; and 
much of this correspondence involves a payment of trifling 
sums by post-office order, of which an accurate account has 
to be kept in all the various stages of official bookkeeping, 
which must be elaborate to be accurate, and much more 
of it is with benevolent persons who, as Mr Lowe 
feelingly says, are not necessarily men of business, 
who write twice as much as is needed, who require 
twice as many replies, who are always endeavouring 
to “enlighten the Department,” who will not take “ No” for 
an answer. There is, it is true, a great complexity in many 
other Departments of State, but there something is gained 
by it, or is supposed to be gained by it. But complexity is 
always an evil, and here it is ludicrous that the assistance 
given by Government to common rural schools should entail 
several different chains of careful correspondence, and several 
minute but involved pecuniary accounts for each school. 


Such are the defects of the existing system, and un- 
denviably the principle of the New Code isa cure for them all. 
It establishes a fourth-class master for interior schools, and 
can do so consistently, for it has a test of work done, as well 
as a criterion of the worker's abilities. It will cure the defi- 
ciency of our elementary education, fur it apportions all 
payment in a rigid ratio to that education. 1t will sweep 
away the involved complexity which has unwittingly ac- 
cumulated upon us, for it replaces many sets of cor-

We think that when 
it is so, though its apparent hardship will not have dimi- 
nished, it will be admitted that any other accurate role 
would have equal hardships, and it will be seen that some 
accurate rule is certainly necessary. 


At any rate the subject is now fairly before the public, 
Mr Lowe has pruned off some unpopular excrescences. He 
has exempted Scotland; he no longer requires infants to be

THE PROSPECTS OF SLAVERY, AS AFFECTED BY 
THE SUCCESS OF THE NORTH AND THAT 
OF THE SOUTH RESPECTIVELY. 


ON one account we may congratulate ourselves on the ap 
pearance of Mr J. S. Mill’s singular argument on the 
‘American contest, on a portion of which we commented ia 
our last number. It states in a very clear and succidet 
form the view now prevalent in England as to the bearing of 
the victory of the North or of the South respectively on the 
prospects of Negro Slavery; and gives us av opportunity of 
pointing out wherein, and why, we consider that view to be 
altogether mistaken, and founded on the combination of aa 
érror and an oversight. To avoid all misconception, and t0 
enable us to go at once to the heart of the matter, apd to 
place the point at issue in its plainest form before our readers, 
we must premise that we are as heartily opposed to Slavery 
as Mr Mill himself; that we recognise as instinctively cot 
rect, and that we share to a very great extent, the us 

sentiments of Englishmen on that subject ; and that we ea- 
tertain no doubt whatever that in particular Slavery, sit

It is because we wish well 
to the United States that we desire their liberation from the 
iltand the burden of African Slavery. Itis because we 
wish well to the Africans—because we are ardently bent upon 
their immediate improvement and their ultimate emancipa- 
tion—that we wish for a dissolution of that Union which has 
hitherto crushed them down by its banded, undivided, and 
ee. might. 


ppily, we agree altogether with the ground on which 
oe Mi ] assumes rather than builds his conclusion, He lays 
down the proposition that to limit the area of Slavery, to 
ibit its extension, to confine it within its present area, is 
to secure its extinction by rendering it unprofitable ;—and in 
this we altogether agree with him. He then jamps to the in- 
ference that this limitation and confinement of the area of 
Slavery will certainly be secured, and can only be secured, 
by the complete victory of the North ;—and in this we al- 
together dissent from him. We feel by no means confident 
that the conquest and re-annexation of the South would secure 
the limitation of the area of Slavery ; and we feel very confi- 
dent that such conquest would neither be the best nor the 
surest nor the shortest way to that end;—while at the same 
time it would work the double mischief of involving the 
North once more in the sin and the perplexity of Slavery, and 
of rivettiog, consecrating, and consolidating that disastrous 
institution again by the physical strength and the moral 
‘sanction of the entire Union, instead of only one section, and 
that the smallest, weakest, and least numerous section, of the 
Union. 
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“ The day (says Mr Mill) whea Slavery can no longer extend 
“itself, is the day of its doom. The Slaveowners know this, 
“and it is the cause of their fury. They know, as all know 
“who have attended to the subject, that confinement within 
“existing limits is its death-warrant. So incompatible is it 
“with any kind of skilled labour, that it causes the whole 
“resources of the country to be concentrated on one or two 

“products, cotton being the chief, which require, to raise 
“and prepare them for the market, little besides brute 
“animal force. The cotton cultivation, in the opinion of all 
“competent judges, alone saves North American Slavery ;— 
“but cotton cultivation, exclusively adhered to, exhausts, in 
“moderate number of years, all the soils which are fit for 
“it, and can only be kept up by travelling further and fur- 
- ther Westward. To Slavery, therefore, it is a matter of 
“lifeand death to find fresh fields for the employment of 
“Slave-labour. Confine it to the present States, and the 
“owners of Slave property will either be speedily ruined, or 
« will have to find means of reforming and renovating their 

“agricultural system ; which cannot be done without treat- 
“ing the slaves like human beings, nor without so large an 
“employment of skilled, that is free, labour as will widely 

“displace the unskilled, and so depreciate the pecuviary 
“value of the slave, that the immediate mitigation and ulti- 
“mate extinction of Slavery would be a nearly inevitable 
“and probably rapid consequence.’ 


Mr Mill is satisfied that the limitation of Slavery within 
its existing area, the effect and necessity of which he has 
thus broadly laid down, is the real cause and object of the 
“tgs war, and will be secured by the victory of the North. 
t may be so; though for several reasons we feel far less 
confident. than he does. We remember that the Slave- 
Owners. have hitherto held sway in the Union not by their 
own numbers or their own strength alone—which for long 
have been far inferior to those of their antagonists—but by 
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their political alliance with the Democratic party in the 
North ;—an alliance which may once again be renewed, and 
may once again render them preponderant. We remember, 
also, that a considerable number of wealthy and influential 
men in the North have a vast proportion of their means 
invested in Southern plantations and in Southern industry, 
and will not readily lend themselves—when the fierce { 
passions of war are once allayed by conquest and 
political supremacy—to the ruin of their clients, their 
customers, and their mortgagees.. We reflect, further, that 
the passion for the Union is so strong— incomparably 
stronger in all classes, except the Massachusetts A bolitionists, 
than their Anti-Slavery feeling—that in order to bring 
back the South into the bosom of the old Republic they 
would make almost any terms. We remember, finally, that 
the lust for territory, the thirst for conquest and expansion, 
has never been exclusively a Southern passion; that the 
Monroe doctrine, the Cuba appetite, the Mexican and Nica- 
raguan filibustering schemes, found as zealous partisans and 
participators at New York as at New Orleans. So that we 
say distinetly, we dare not trust the United States, if once 
again a single, a reconciled, a fused Republic, to the extent 
of believing that they will seize and annex no new troptcal 
territory, or that they—as a whole, the Democrats and 
Planters as well as the Republicans—will have the resolute 
self-denial to forbid the cultivation of such newly-seized 
territory by that Slave-labour which is clamouring for 
virgin soils, and which alone shrinks from no tropic sun. 
We have not faith enough in American virtue and American 
disinterestedness (for we see in the past no reason for such 
faith) to assume that when once more united, powerful, and 
unchecked, they will not extend as before, in spite of all 
promise and of all principle—that such extension will not be 
towards the South—or that such Southern lands will be 
rigidly restricted to free-labour. 


But though we absolutely refuse to trust the United 
States, when North and South are once more really blended 
into one mighty Power, for the display in the fature of a 
self-denial, a sense of justice, and a serupulous integrity for 
which they have given no warrant in the past; yet we have } 
no difficulty in crediting the severed and unaided South with 
at all events the practical results of these virtues—since 
with it they will be obligatory. Extension of Slavery beyond 
its present area will be impossible when once the existing‘ 
Slave States are independent, because their own extension 
will then be peremptorily forbidden— because their 
boundaries will then be rigidly fixed and jealously watched. 
What we mean is this. The Unirep States might have spread 
over the whole of Mexico, and would undeniably have done 
so, and who could have prevented them? Spain could not; 
England and France almost certainly would not have inter- 
fered beyond a vigorous remonstrance. They might even have 
appropriated Cuba: they must almost certainly have annexed 
Central America. And who is sanguine enough to believe that 
they would scrupulously have abstained, or faithfally pre- 
vented themselves, from employing all the available surplus 
of their black four millions on those new and virgin soils, 
on some plea, in some form, under some thin disguise ? But 
the Sournern Conreperacy will never be able to spread 
over one fresh square mile, because they will not be suffered 
to do so. The United States were enormously powerful : 
the Southern Confederacy will be comparatively weak. The 
United States had on that vast continent no rival, no equal, 
no controller. The Southern Confederacy will have a 
neighbour far mightier then themselves, jealous, vigilant, 
hostile,—superior, and determined to maiotain that superi- 
ority. The moment the independence of the South is effected 
and recognised, the Federal Government will become the 
protector of Mexico instead of its spoiler. It will assist 
Spain in defending Cuba. England will assist it in defending 
Sonora and Coahuila. England and probably Europe will be 
bent upon preventing the aggrandisement and extension of a‘ 
Slave Empire ;—and the Free States of the North, instead 
of (as hitherto) arrogantly and fiercely resenting European 
intervention, will welcome it, and invite it, and assist it ;— 
inasmuch as its object will not be to control themselves, but 
to control arival, and a rebel offset. Thus, Slavery, hemmed 
in between a protected and secure Mexico on the one side, 
and a Free Republic, untainted, uncompromised, and eman- 
cipationist on the other, has reached that “limitation of its 
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© area” which, in Mr Mill's opinion as in ours, is its ulti- 
mate death-wagrant and its immediate amelioratio:. 


THE CONVERSATIONS OF COUNT CAVOUR. 


An interesting and exceedingly curious contribution to the his- 
tory of the last ten years has this week excited more atten- 
tion than such contributions ordinarily do. The pretensions of 
Signor Ratazzi to the Presidency of the Cabinet of Turin, 
and the criticisms which have been thereby called forth on 
his alleged French or Kevolutionary policy, have precipitated, 
it would seem, the publication of certain letters of the late 
Count Cavour, which are held to establish the high opinion 
entertained by the deceased statesman of the patriotism and 
moderation of Ratazzi, but of which the intrinsic interest 
lies in the revelations which they contain respecting the 
relations and mutaal understandings of the European Cabi- 
nets during the memorable Congress of Paris, at the con- 
clusion of the Crimean war. With incidental statements 
such as we find in this correspondence respecting the atti- 
tude assumed by England in course of these Paris confer- 
ences, few persons indeed out of Italy will give much time 
to the question whether the reputation of Signor Ratazzi can 
be fairly based on his appreciation by Cavour. 


The collection of letters to which we refer has just been 
published in the pages of the Rivista Contemporanea, and 
commences with the epoch of Cavour’s secession from the 
Cabinet of D'Azeglio in 1852. The earlier letters give us 
curious glimpses of the different appreciation of the Italian 
question at that time by the Whig and Tory parties in this 
country. Count Cavour seems to have been surprised at 
finding so much higher an estimate of the merits of the conser- 
vative D’Azeglio in Whig circles than in those of the other 
political party. He did not at once appreciate the natural 
affinity and strong attractions to the Whig intellect of a 
statesman like D’Azeglio, with the reputation of a veteran 


|| Liberal during a long hopeless opposition, and of an 


| enlightened moderator of extreme and hasty measures, as the 
| head of the King’sGovernment. The Tories, uninfluenced by 
such affinities, knew little of and cared little, he says, for the 
| Piedmontese Whig statesman, and looked at the Italian 
question on its own merits. The chief interest, however, of 


|| the correspondence commences with the evolution of that 


bold and eventually suecessful policy of Count Cavour him- 
| self, which secured for his country an authoritative voice in 
| the name of Italy at the Paris Congress. Confident as the 
| Count was of the real advantage which he had achieved by 


|| the position thus for the first time accorded to Pied- 
|| mont in the Councils of Europe, he appears to have 
|| felt 
|| diately tangible results from the protest and appeal 
|| which he had made against the conduct of Austria, and to 
|| hawe much feared that the impression left on the minds of 


some disappointment at the failure of imme- 





| bie Italian countrymen would be that his presence at the 
| Congress had only rendered more palpable the hopeless con- 
| dition of their common country. Want of sympathy he 
| could not complain of ;—on all sides, and from every quarter, 
| except of course the incriminated party herself, fair words 

and warm wishes were showered upon him. Lord Clarendon, 
_ io the meeting of the delegates, spoke of the Pope's Govern- 

ment as the worst in Europe, and described that of the King 
| of Naples in terms which Cavour says might have proceeded 

from the most enthusiastic Italian patriot. The Russian 


| Orloff admitted that the condition of Italy was unendurable, 


aud the representative of the rival German power, the 
Prussian Envoy, expressed his disapprobation of the policy 
of Austria. The French Emperor seemed to go even further, 
and by his language to the Austrian Eovoy sent that 
| wetute gentleman, in a most conciliatory frame of mind 
_ ad with most honied words, to assure the representative 
ot Piedmont of the desire of the Court of Vienna to be on the 
best terms with their inconvenient neighbour. Cavour seems, 
indeed, to have had some difficulty in escaping, without a 
breach of good breeding, from the professions of regard of 
this amiable diplomatist. At length the Count determined 
to venture on a bold course, and to hold out to England and 
‘o the Emperor of the French the inevitable alternative for 
Piedmont of a reconciliation with Austria and the Pope on

In the 
year 1819 the genius and sagacity of Sir Robert Peel 
relieved the circulating medium from that humiliating con- 
dition, re-established it on public confidence by means of the 
strength and character of the Bank of England, and in the 
year 1844 passed a supplemental measure which effectually 
provided that such cowfidence should cease to be blind or 
cmap and thatthe materials on which it was based 

Id be sifted and laid open once every week to be 
serutinised by the whole community. 

The incidents of this kind of paper, which is familiar to 
every shopkeeper and every householder as the Bank of 

note, are entirely different from, and greatly superior 
to,the note of any Government, however solvent or good. 

Bank notes, to begin with, are backed by all the capital of 
the issuer whatever that may be, and are generally issued in 
exchange for the specie ia which they are expressed, or for 
| fomething that is material and readily convertible into such 
specie, and thus they obviously offer so much additional 
security. 

Government notes, on the contrary, are baeked by no capital, 
foralthough in easy times a Government may be in credit 
and have a facility of borrowing, it has no title to any capital 
Orproperty of itsown. In truth, the credit of every Govern- 
ment is defined or measured by its power to levy taxes and 
bythe disposition of the people to pay them, either of which 
ittimes of disturbance cannot be depended upon.

Considering that one of the notes here represented is for 
the trifling sum of eighteen pence, and that the other, 
although expressed to be for three hundred and sixty pounds, 
is made redeemable by its fortieth part, or only nine pounds, 
it is not surprising that the typography and the material of 
which they are manufactured is of the lowest possible order. 
Such trash, the threatened penalty of death notwithstanding, 
must have been liable to wholesale forgery. 


Between the period signified in the dates of these two 
specimens and the present time, the paper money of the North 
American continent has gradually given way to or been dis-; 
placed by a system of bank notes; not a good one, that must 
be admitted, but still its failures have been of a temporary 
or partial kind, and the power either of Congress or of the: 
Government of avy separate State has, or rather had till 
recently, invariably been applied in the right direction, 
namely, to the purpose and intent that the holder of a bank 
note should be secured in some fashion or other for the 
payment of its expressed value in hard money, It is true 
that the security has proved at some points imperfect, and’ 
that the banks on two or three occasions have, by a com- 
certed resistance to the law, suspended specie payments; 
yet, let it be remembered that the problem by which itis 
sought to unite the safety and certainty of metallic money 
with the cheapness of its paper substitute is of very difficult ; 
solution, and is incapable cf being worked out in rapidly 
progressive society, unless by the lapse of time, and by that 
opportunity of investigation and observation which time 
alone affords. 


Of what is passing in the Southern States we know, unfor- 
tunately, very little, and of what is passing in the Northern 
States we are not yet perfectly informed ; still it is impossible 
not to perceive that the Government of Washington is deli- 
vered over to a policy which it would be idle to call by 
name of a monetary system, when it is in its incipient.

The scheme, so far as we have been made acquainted with 
it, is, that the Government shall have authority to issue its 
own notes, under the title of “ demand notes,” to the amount: 
of one hundred millions of dollars, which ate to be legal 
tender by and to the Government as well as by and to all 
other persons. The Government in its early struggles for 


money had borrowed fifty millions of dollars from the banks, | 
and these fifty millions of dollars have been repaid in 
«demand notes”; but whether such repayment was out of } 
the one hundred millions, or in excess thereof, has not been 
clearly stated. We further know that the banks, although 
they are obliged to receive a doubtful or desperate debt in 
that form, are wise enough not to receive such paper for 
deposits. They pay paper no doubt, and thereby may gradually 
rid themselves of their forced loan of the fifty millions of 
dollars ; but they decline to receive new deposits in the same 
form, which is rather a signififant fact, as it shows that, 
although they have confidence in the promises of each other, 
they have no confidence in the promises of the Government. 
| Indeed, the Government seems to have but a partial confi- 
dence in its own promises, as the “demand notes ” are made 
convertible at the holder's option into a six per cent. stock at 
 par—an option not very likely to be availed of, seeing that 
| the antecedent six per cent. stock is’ at the same moment 
quoted at eighty-five for every hundred in open market. 


About twenty-five years have passed since Mr Daniel 
| Webster, the American statesman, delivered his opinion on 
this subject, showing not only a clear perception of the dis- 
tinction which is here contended for, but also that he must 
have felt, by anticipation, the difficulties into which his 
country would some day be plunged if that distinction should 
continue to be, as it has been, disregarded, Adverting to the 
past legislation for the banks, he said that “ they ought for 
‘‘ the future to be restrained from issuing notes for less than 
“some given denomination in order to make them useful and 
“safe institutions to the community, which was of far 
“greater importance than that they should be profitable to 
“the shareholders”; and, on the subject of notes resting 
upon authority, he said that “of all the contrivances for 
‘cheating mankind, none had been more effectual than that 
“which had deluded them with paper money ; that it was the 
“invention for fertilising the rich man’s field with the sweat of 
“the poor man’s brow; that it was an excrescence which bad 
“ grown up illegitimately on the body politic, but was based 
“on false principles and could not be expected to endure.”

THE GAME LAWS. 

A NEw development of the spirit in which the game laws originated 
has recently attracted some attention, especially amongst the 
more intelligent of the agricultural classes. In Yorkshire, in Kent, 
and especially in Worcestershire, the Justices assembled at Quarter 
Sessions have indicated a desire to employ the rural police in the 
suppression of poaching and in the apprehension of poachers. 
Now this is just what some persons well acquainted with the rural 
‘districts suggested as an insuperable objection to the institution of 
arural police force, and in the regulations of the Home Office by 
which the government of that force is controlled express provision 
is made for preventing the police being turned into auxiliary game 
watchers. To this, at the time, the country gentlemen, the 
magistrates of counties, somewhat ostentatiously acceded. Now 
they would call in the aid of the rural police to protect their game 
preserves. 

At the Maidstone Quarter Sessions the magistrates resolved 
that further legislation on the subject of game was necessary, 
and that the rural police have not at present all the power 
requisite to enable them to search for and apprehend poachers. 
In the West Riding of Yorkshire, Colonel Cobbe, the chief 
constable, in his report to the Quarter Sessions, urged the magis- 
trates to secure to the police the power to search poachers 


or suspicious persons for game, and to apprehend them if unable 
to give a satisfactory account of themselves. But it is in Worces- 
tershire that the game-preserving sympathies of the Justices have 
been most pronounced, where a memorial to the Secretary of 
State for the Home Department to employ the rural police in the 
tection of = was unanimously agreed to by the Quarter 
Ressions’ Bench. A similar resolution was passed at the Warwick- 
shire Quarter Sessions, with this important difference, that Lord 
Leigh and a minority of ten magistrates opposed the resolution. 
Of course there were the usual pretexts that poaching is made the 
cover for crimes against property, and that it is for the public 
f jnterest that poachers should be detected and apprehended.

In one sense the agriculturists would not perhaps altogether | 
regret the success of the movement, for it would be just that ong 
turn more of the game law screw which would render the whol 
code intolerable, and sooner or later lead to its abrogation, 


But it may be weil to examine what is this system of 
preservation which the landed gentry are so eager to_ protect, and 
why they as yet find the present most stringent, and inci 
most mischievous laws, in a great measure inoperative for the 
purpose ? 

Game animals are wild creatures artificially preserved jp 
cultivated districts to furnish amusement in shooting to the proprie. 
tors of land and their friends. Without careful and artificial 
servation, they—at all events pheasants, hares, and rabbits—woulg 
scarcely exist in the actual state of English husbandry, for the 
occupiers of the land find the depredations committed on their crops 
by such animals to interfere too seriously with their comfort and their 
profits. Partridges: may be preserved in considerable numbers 
without much injury to the farmer and without any extreme carg, 
but the larger and more mischievous kinds of game are a 
intruders on cultivated lands. The occupiers of farms, at 
events, are the sole judges of how much game can be kept on 
their farms without serious injury to their crops. 


Game, too, when preserved, as for the most part it is, on land 
not occupied by the preserver, but which has been let to tenants, 
the landlord reserving the exclusive righ? to the game, is subject 
to this fatal objection, the game-owner wishes to preserve the 
greatest head of game possible, to be fed at the expense of another 

rson the owner of the crops. Two persons have legal but abso. 
utely inconsistent rights over the same farm. The occupier, too, 
whatever may have been the contract under which he entered upon 
his farm,has always a sense of wrong, in consequence ofthe deduction 
from his returns occasioned by the game. Farmers, therefore, cannot 
and do not regard es as a very serious offence, and where the 
game is very abundant their feelings and their interest alike go with 
the poachers. Then the game, these creatures the Worcestershire 
Justices would make it felony to capture, are wholly incapable of 
identification. Each pheasant, hare, or rabbit is like every other 
individual of the same species ; it cannot be confined, and even 
when found dead in the possession of the most ‘* suspected person” 
no one can say that it was taken from his preserves. This con 
stitutes the essential difference between game and domestic poultry, 
between which game-preservers are fond of finding an analogy, 
Hence the game laws aim at the protection of all game. A man 
must have a licence to kill it or to sell it. It is an offence to be 
found on land in the pursuit or in the possession of game. Even 
on his own land a man must not kill one of the sacred game 
animals without having obtained a licence, and even then he must 
kill it only at certain specified times of the year. Penalties and 
imprisonments of the most portentous dimensions enforce the pro- 
visions of the game laws. 

Men’s instincts and reason alike revolt against a code which 
operates often so harshly and is ever so obviously unjust. And 
for what is this code required? Why to protect the amusement 
—the most selfish of all amusements—of the class of landowners, 
of the men who alone administer the law, and who not seldom 
regard game-preservation with a passion absolutely unreasoning, 
It is not for the interest of the community that game-preservation 
should be protected, for the existence of it is an unmixed evil, and 
instead of attempting to increase the severity of a feudal code, the 
a policy of the nation is to demand the total repeal of all game 

aws. 

The system of game-preserving has of late years become mor 
artificial as the cultivation of the rural districts has improved. 
Game must be kept in great masses, the preserves must not be 
frequently disturbed, and the system of battues, so universally con- 
demned save by game-preservers, has become a necessity, an in- 
evitable incident to game-preserving. ‘These masses of game pre 
sent an irresistible temptation to the poacher, and as the preserves 
are usually well watched the poachers go out in large bands, and 
conflicts which are a disgrace to the country ensue. So far from 
these evils being lessened by still more severe laws, or by diverting 
the attention of the rural police from the protection of property t0 
the preservation of game, they will certainly be increased, for itis 
the excessive severity of the penalties on poaching which renders 
poachers generally so desperate. 

Game-preserving is so serious an evil, occasions so much dé 
moralisation in its neighbourhood, and interferes so injuriously 
with agriculture, that the last thing the Legislature ought to do is 
to render the law for the protection of game more efficient, ifit 
could be done, which we doubt. Let the game laws be repealed, 
let those who wish to devo'e their own crops, the produce of land 
in their own occupation, to the maintenance of game do 80, & 
let them protect their wandering stock in the best way they call 
with the aid of the general law of trespass, and we shall speedily 
find such a rapid improvement,—social, moral, and agricultural,— 
in the rural districts, as will wholly outweigh any possible diminu- 
tion of the game to be found in the poulterers’ shops, the results 
of modern battues.

best authorities have been consulted, and in which men eminent in 
economic science and in commerce have taken part. In truth this 
Dictionary is not only useful to the commercial public, and to the 
journalists, politicians, and statesmen who have to occupy them- 
selves with commercial matters and with the questions dependent 
thereon, but it isa noble monument of the literary intelligence, 
industry, and enterprise of contemporary France. We deeply 
regret that, from the supineness of our economists and publishers, 
English literature cannot present its like.

WHEAT SUPPLY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 

Sir,—A diversity of opinion existing as to the importations of 
foreign wheat and flour required until the produce of next harvest 
can be made available in the United Kingdom, it will be my 
endeavour to show an approximate estimate. In the absence of 
all reliable returns on home production of grain, &c.,in the United 
Kingdom, I am obliged to limit my, observations or conclusions as 
regards to materials furnished by Custom House returns of 
the quantity of foreign grain, &c., entered into consumption. 

In order to arrive at this estimate, it will be necessary to 
examine whether the crop of 1861 bas any comparison with a

previous crop, and this being ascertained, it will then become Bl 
occupation to find out the extent of consumption of foreign ay 
and flour of such previous year, which would form a fair estimate im | 
of supplies required for the year 1861-62, ending 30th September, i 
1862. From all accounts it would appear that the wheat in|} 
the United Kingdom of 1861 is considered comparatively wea 
vient in quantity, though much better in quality than the 1999} 
crop, which latter as regards quality was one of the worst, if not the ; 
worst on record, though quantity was generally considered of 
average. If it ie, therefore, admitted that both crops of 1860 ang 
1861, setting quality of one against deficient quantity of the other, 
are equally deficient in weight: taking measure for weight, ay 
equal quantity of foreign wheat and flour would be requisite fop 
importation into the United Kingdom during 12 months endij 
30th September, 1862, to the quantity ascertained to have been 
consumed during same period ending 30th September, 1861, 


The question is therefore, ‘What is the quantity of foreign 
wheat and flour consumed from Ist October, 1860, to 80th 
tember, 1861?” and this being solved, the question of required 
supplies of ditto for 12 months ending 30th September, 1862, 
would be approximately replied to thereby. 


To arrive at such a result it is necessary to know— 


(1) Stock of wheat and flour (foreign) in United Kingdom on 
lst October, 1860. 

(2) Imports of wheat and flour (foreign) into United Kingdom 
from 1st October, 1860, to 30th September, 1861. 

(8) Exports of wheat and flour (foreign) from United Kingdom 
from 1st October, 1860, to 30th September, 1861. 

Having once ascertained these three items, the question above 
would easily be solved by addition of 1 to 2, and subtraction 
by 3 item. 

(1) To arrive at an estimated stock on 1st October, 1860, itis} 
requisite— 

a. To ascertain the average annual consumption of foreign 
wheat and flour in the United Kingdom when an ordinary average 
crop has been produced. 

b. To find out the quantity of wheat and flour imported from ls 
October, 1859, to 30th September, 1860. 

The excess of quantity b over quantity a would have to be cons 
sidered stock on Ist October, 1860, the unfavourable prospects of 
that year’s harvest having stimulated a much larger importation 
than the crop of 1859 would have warranted, which latter having 
been considered a good average.

In order to arrive at an estimated quantity of 

Wheat and flour, which to all reasonable calculation have 
been about the quantity consumed from Oct. 1, 1860, to 
Sept. 30, 1861, and by which the original question is not 
only solved, but the question of required importations from 
Oct. 1, 1861, to end of Sept. 1862, would be equally 
answered ;—provided it is admitted tuat the 1861 crop was 
equally deficient to'the 1860o0ne. If it is however considered 
better or worse, figures might be easily changed according to 
everybody’s own estimate. 

It remains now only to state the quantity of foreign wheat 
and flour imported since Sept. 30, 1861, which subtracted 
from the above would leave an estimated quantity yet to be 
imported. Due allowance must, however, be made .for pre- 
sent stocks, which, on account of excessive deliveries during 
the last four months of home-grown wheat, must be heavy, and 
a large portion of the last four months’ importation has no 
doubt gone into granary on that account.

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The following is dated Port Louis, Mauritius, Jan. 4:—There are 
signs of amelioration in the state of our commercial affairs. No other 
failures have taken place, notwithstanding the very heavy engagements 
that had to be met this month. A better feeling of confidence seems to 
exist between debtors and creditors, and we hope soon to report that the 
crisis has entirely subsided. The sugar crop on most of the estates has 
been brought to a close, showing in repeated instances a reduction of one- 
half on the expected quality, Shipments to this day amount to 67,000 
tone, against 92,500 tons at the corresponding period last year. But 
there are in the stores in town about 20,000 tons, partly bought by 
speculators to be retold on the spot, and partly held by the planter for 
hizher prices. These sugars are mostly under “ dock warrant” with the 
banks. Taking them into account, as also what small quantities may 
still remain in the districts, say about 10,000 tone, we find a total pro- 
duction this year of 97,000 toner, which is 33,000 tons less than the pre- 
ceding crop, and about 50,000 tons Jess than the quantity calculated 
upon prior to the February gale. Rice is rather dearer, bat there is an 
extensive stock on hacd ; and when business resumes its ordinary course, 
the article is likely tebe obtained on more favourable conditions. There 
has been no activity in the import market, although holders of goods 
have shown themselves generally more disposed to meet buyers; and 
large quantities have accumulated in store. In the export market a 
greater stagnation has prevailed, and the supplies remaining in first 
hands are heavy, with pechaps but little chance of being run off at more 
favourable figures.

$d per Ib above that price the deposit be increased 10s per bale. The 
deposit on Madras and Bengal to be 1/ per bale, when the price of fair 
Tinnivelly is at or under 6d per !b, and that for every 1d per Jbora 
fraction of 1d pee }b advance, the deposit be raised 10a per bale. Deposits 
in all cases payable on the second Saturday after date of contract. 
Third,—That two insurance companies having agreed by letter to insure 
contract value, and it appearing under verbal communications with other 
companies that so soon as certain fixed terms of sale are egreed upon by 
the t-ade, the majority of the offices will conform, it is resolved—That in 
the event of loss or damage by fire, the eellers be responsible only for the 
contract value, and in that case shali return the deposit to the buyer.”

LONDON MARKETS. 
STATE OF THE CORN TRADE FOR THE WEEK, 
Marx Lang, Frmay Evesine. 

Although most of the leading markets of consumption have 
been fairly supplied with home-grown wheat, the demand for 
both red and white qualities has ruled steady, at full prices. 
There has been more business doing in foreign wheats, but no 
advance can be noticed in the quotations, notwithstanding that 
some large additions have been made to the stocks in warehouse 
since the commencement of the year. Rather large quantities of 
barley having been on offer, the barley trade has continued in a 
very inactive state, at, in some instances, further reduced cur- 
rencies. In the value of malt, no quotable change has taken 
place. Good sound oats have realised quite as much money as of 
late ; but inferior qualities have had a drooping tendency. Both 
beans and peas have ruled in favour of buyers. The flour trade, 
however, has been tolerably firm. 

Throvghout the Continent, the demand for wheat for spring 
shipment has been far from active, at about stationary prices. In 
spring corn, very little has been passing. The American mar- 
kets have continued flat, and the shipments of produce to Eng- 
land have rather fallen off. Our advices state, however, that the 
quantity of wheat in stock in the interior of the country is still 
large for the time of year. 

The Irish markets have been very inactive for wheat; never- 


theless, scarcely any change has taken place in prices. Fine 
barley and oats have realised former terms; but all other kinds 


eae 
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of produce, especially Indian corn ,—the stocks of which are very 
extensive,—bave met a dull inquiry, on rather easier terms. 

In Scotland, wheats have changed hands slowly, at about 
previous rates, although the markets generally have been rather 
scantily supplied. Springcorn has been offering on easier terms ; 
but flour has realised full quotations. 

At Mark lane, to-day, all dry parcels of English wheat were 
taken off at prices quite equal to those realised on Monday ; but 
inferior qualities were a dull inquiry &t about previous rates. In 
foreign wheat, a limited business was transacted on former terms. 
Barley was steady, as regards prices ; but the demend for all kinds 
was very inactive. Oats, beans, and peas moved off heavily, yet 
no change of importance took place in their value. In floar, sales 
progressed slowly at late rates. 

Mr E. Rainford writes as follows in reference to the floating 
trade :—The arrivals off coast since the 6th inst. to last night con- 
sist of 14 cargoes of wheat and 3 miscellaneous, viz. :—Wheat, 
4 cargoes from Trieste, 2 Odessa, 4 Marseilles, 2 New York, 1 
Kertch, 1 Alexandria; wheat and flour, 1 Marseilles; maize, 
1 New York; bariey, 1-Enos. The trade in cargoes afloat con- 
tinues wretchedly dull, buyers being unusually apathetic, and I 
have only the following few transactions to report since this day 
week to the close of to-day’s market :— Wheat, per 480 lbs, arrived, 
Michigan red winter (not quite perfect), supposed 56s 6d; mixed 
cargo (imperfect) of white American, supposed 60s ; red American, 
57s; and extra flour, 30s per barrel.
